According to the Ministry of Agri- 
culture spokesman, heavy damage 
was caused to citrus and deciduous 
fruit orchards, The mild and sunny 
winter caused early flowering of the 
fruit trees, making them more vul- 
nerable to later rain. Export crops 
rejsed under plastic covers in the 
central parts of the country are 
also believed to have suffered from 
the high winds, But the raln was a 
boon to most crops in the South, 
Estimates of the damage caused 
are not expected to be available for

Military ultimatum.

ANKARA. — Military leaders yes- 
terday gave civilian politicians one 
yeer to restore social, political and 
economic order in Turkey or face 
an outright military takeover of the 
Government. 

The ultimatum came in a state- 
ment issued by Gen. Kemalettin 
Eken, Chief of the nation’s Na- 
tional Guard, two days after the 
armed forces forced Premier Sulei- 
man Demirel and his -cabinet to 
resign. The statement sald military 
commanders “ that the pos- 
sibility still exists of establishing a 
strong and dependable (civilian) 
government” to replace the Demirel 
administration. 


Political sources said the nation's 
four ranking military commanders 
apparently handed President Cev- 
det Sunay the names of men ac- 
ceptable to them to replace Demi- 
rel These include Suat Hayri Ur- 
guplu, a former Premier; retired 
Gen. Fikret Een; and Cemal Ma- 
danoglu, a leader of a 1960 coup, 
when the military last seized 
power. 

Meanwhile, outgoing Prime Min- 
ister Demirel yesterday boycotted a 
meeting of political leaders called 
by President Sunay to discuss the 
country’s political future. Demirel's 
action came a few hours after his 
first public-.criticlam of the armed 
forces.

Barrientos aided in transfer 
of arms to Israel, paper says 


LA PAZ, Bolivia (Reuter), — The 
late Bolivian President René Barrien- 
tos, who died in a helicopter crash 
almost two yeaTs ago, was assasal- 
mated because he was involved in a 
plot to smuggle arms to Dsrael, the 
leading newspaper “Hoy” claimed 
here yesterday. Ἅ, 

The paper said its former pub- 
lisher, ‘Alfredo Alexander Jordan, 
and his wife, who died when a 
bomb Westroyed their bedroom a 
year ago, and at least two other 
persons, were killed because they 
had learned of the plot. 

Gn 8. special supplement comme- 
morating the first anniversary of 
the death of Alexander and this wife, 
“Hoy” said former President Al- 
fredo Ovando Candia was alzo in- 
volved in the plot, in which moderna 
arms purchased in Europe, ostensibly 
for Bolivia, were actually shipped to 
Israel.

Captain shot down Barrientos’ heli- 
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copter as it took off from the town 
of Arque, 350 kms. south of here, 
for a fiight to La Paz on Apri

Tigar knows some- 
thing about the cost of failing to 
conform: His latest case was not 
merely feeless, it left him more 
than $2,000 out of pocket. 

Tne seven young radicals he de- 
fended at Seattle against charges 
of “conspiring to incite a riot” 
had ne money to pay him. And ‘the 
University of California, where he 
teaches law, slashed his salary to 
the bone — aithough he missed none 
of his classes — while the trial 
lasted. The University did not in- 
teng to give the right-wing regents 
any further excuses for cutting its 
budget. 

Student activist 

Tigar was a student activist at 

Berkeley 10.years ago. He protested 

all the usual things: univer- 
sity involvement in defence, the 
actions of the House Un-American 
Activities Committee. He graduated 
at the top of his law class. He was 
offered a post byaSupreme Court 
judge. Then political pressure was 
applied and the offer fell through. 
Later his political stance earned 
him a personal investigation by 
Bigntss in the California legisla- 
So Tigar went off to become a 
trial lawyer in Washington DC. He 
defended a wide range of the 
“wrong” people: from Pentagon 
protesters to the assassins of Mal- 
colm X. His writings on law also 
were noted, especially a piece in 
the Harvard Legal Review which 
argued that the judicial system is 
mat oe “a weapon to repress dis- 
sent.” - 

Tigar’s Hfe-style, like his legal 
style, is casual; it keeps the aver- 
heads down and dispels some of 
the mumbo-jumbo that surrounds 
the law.

Perhaps 
it should be made a matter of pro- 
tocol. 168 cream brings out the 
best in us, if psychologists only 

eared to look. ¢ 

These reflections occurred to us 
during a visit to the mew ice cream 
plant of Strausy at Acre, thrown 
open to well wishers last week, 
when [t could be seen turning, 
churning, mixing, shaping, wrap- 
ping ice cream bricks, bars, cones 
and bombs faster than a thousand 
tongues could lick. 

Strauss of Nehariya operates 
the second largest ice cream mak- 
ing plant in Israel (only thet 
of Artic-Kartiv is larger) in Acre. 
Michael Strauss, second tion. 
dairy expert, says that Israelis 
consume about 20,000 tonsa of the 
stuff and spend on it IL30m. 2 
year. The country’s three largest 
ice cream makers between them 
account for 85 per cent of the mar- 
ket. In- 1969/70 (there is an ice 
cream year, like a fiscal or finan- 
cial year) Strauss sold 1L6.5m. 
worth of its gocds. 

“The demand for our products is 
always larger than our capacity. 
General manager Dr. Richard 
Strauss doesn't want to expand too 
fast, as a matter of caution. But 
last year we decided to go into 
partnership with the European 
Gervals concern’s German firm, 
Gervats-Danone, for @ major ex- 

mn." explains production ma- 
neger Ze'ev Midyan, who is a Ger- 
man-trained engineer and married 
a Strauss daughter. 

“We bought the premises at 
Acre. They were leased until then, 
and we rebuilt and expanded them,” 
says Mr, Midyan.“Then we bought 
pew machines. One comes from 
Denmark and cost IL600,000. It 
turns out 10,000 ice bricks an 
fhour. Human hands do not touch 
them anywhere along the line from 
the time the raw material is put 
into the tanks until it gets to the 
consumer. The machine wraps and 
seals the bars hermetically. It 
couldn’t be done cleaner. It alone 
set free 28 operators and wrappers 
that were employed on the oid ma- 


chine.” 
COLD TUNNEL 

Other machines come from Italy 
and G . & “cold tunnel” 
speeds the cooling of the ice cream 
pix at the rate of 1,000 ke. an 
nour. The large, clean hall is 
ὦ with refrigerating compressors, 
round and square automats that 
spit out at baffling speed cones, 
eartons of cassata and other pro- 
ducts. Another machine, 

molto adagio, turns out family size 
packages of ice cream, and puts 
them into blue wrappers, ready to 
be shipped, sold and enjoyed. Hands 
and shoes are disinfected as you 
enter the production sanctuary.

Today 
the Gervais group is the third lar- 
gest concern in the European food 
industry after Unilever and Nestlé.”

yoghurt with fruit. “At present 
we're exporting small quantities 
only to the U.S. Bur in return for 
approved enterprise status we un- 
dertook to start exporting in ear- 
nest in 1974." says engineer Mid- 
yan.

HUGE BUSINESS 


Globally, organic foods are now 
ἃ three-quarter - of -a - billion - dollar 
business. Adficionados in England and 
elsewhere are attracted to natura) 
foods for two basie reasons: they 
think that normal food fs so laced 
with man-made poisons that it's 


killing us all, or that natural 
foods wili make for ἃ longer, 
healthier life, 


Visiting the London flat of a 
young organic food fan can be a 
bizarre experience for one who's 


been raised on traditional super- 
fare. A dolly bird in a 


market 
Kaftan hands guests a bowl of 
brown gook and chopsticks; the 
guest is asked to tuck into an 


appetiser of Japanese soba — a 


buckwheat noodle. "What's the main 
course?" the guest asks. ‘That's 
it," responds the bearded host, “we 
don’t eat much meat. We eat 60 
per cent grains, no meat, only fish, 
and no sugar. The minute you kill 
any animal, it starts to rot. The 
flesh is dead. 

“Grain, on the other hand, is 
alive. Grain is. yin; meat is yang. 
Yin is better. You start eating 
a natural food diet and you feel 
different. Things begin happening 
to you. The Buddhists used to eat 
this way; so did the Indians. We're 
reviving thelr art. We eat seaweed 
and vegetables for dessert. Lentil 
soup, carrots and onions and brown 
rice, We feel at one with nature, 
peaceful; we can think better. After 
a while you get sensitised to this 
Kind of food and then you discover 
that you doa't need meat and sugar 
and ice cream to turn your taste 
buds on." ὃ 


BLATHER 

A few years ago, conservative 
British citizens would have dismis- 
sed this kind of talk as the blather 
of eccentric food faddists. Now, 
however, the old-time faddists have 
been joined by the youthful hip 
and the adults are paying more 
attention. With reason: everyone 
has been distressed in recent months 
with a rash of scare stories about 
mercury poisoning in fish, cycla- 
mates in soft drinks that are harm- 
ful and progressive DDT poisoning 
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een is supposedly getting to us 

Youth communes in London like 
the "Friends of Earth"  head- 
quartered in the Earl's Court area 
shop at a variety of small, natural 
food shops, ingenuously named like 
“Far Fetched Foods”. They disdain- 
fully turn their backs on the 
“plastic foods" τα as they label 
them — sold in Britain's straight 
supermarkets, They pore avidly over 
literature from the States and else- 
where supporting their food fetish; 
much interest was shown in recent 
weeks about a University of Texas 
experiment in which rats starved 
to death after 90 days of living 
solely on ordinary “enriched” white 
bread. One enthusiast quotes the 
current book very much im vogue, 
“Health Foods and Herbs", remark- 
jog: “The whiter the bread, the 
sooner you'll be dead." 

The food enthusiasm of British 
youth has meant big business for 
Alfonal, Great Britain's most suc- 
cessful natural foods firm.

Health workers strike, 
allege discrimination 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 

Administrative, clerical and sani- 
tation workers and drivers attached 
to of Health, mother and 
child and public health clinics went 
on strike all over the country yes- 
terday. The strikers say they are 
protesting against Ministry of Health 
discrimization in promotion as com- 
Pared to thelr cofeagues who are 
attached to hospitals. 

‘An agreement was reached last 
Wednesday with the Ministry of 
Health about this, the strikers say, 
but two crucial clauses were chang- 
ed afterwards, without their appro- 
val. 


According to Mr. Z. Atlas, As- 
sistant Director-General of the Min- 
istry of Health in charge of ad- 
ministration, there is only one clause 
in the agreement signed last. Thurs- 
day where there might be room for 
dtsagreement. He himself added an 
extra clause after the agreement to 
the effect that complaints would be 


examined by a committee composed 
of representatives of the workers, 
the Ministry and the Civil Service 
ission. This, he says, was 
agreed τὸ verbally. There were no 
meetings with the’ Workers yester- 
day, Mr, Atlas gaid, “because no- 
body approached us.” The Ministry 
claima that only 370 workers are 
involved, while the’ strikers’ repre- 
sentatives say there are 600. 

The strike was not felt to any 
Serious extent in Jerusalem yester- 
day, largely because of the weather. 
The mother and child centres are 
anyway under the Municipal Depart- 
ment of Health, and were not af- 
fected by the strike. The Health 
Ministry laboratories at Mahane 
Yehuda suffered little disruption, be- 
Cause “very few people turned up 
in the snow," Dr. J. Soriano, the 
District Health Officer, reported. In 
the few cases where people did 
turn up for vaccinations, Dr. Soriano 
reported, doctors helped out with the 
clerical work. 


Landlords reject 
rents proposal 


TEL AVIV. —.The executive of the 
Landlords Association has rejected 
“completely” the “so-called com- 
promise” reached by the Alignment 
on new rentals. A spokesman said 
that the: “compromise” continued the 
tradition of depriving the landlords 
of a fair income on their invest- 
ment. This was all the more so in 
regard to small apartments, of one 
and two rooms. 


He called for a law which would 
force “well-to-do” tenants to pay a 
fair rent. As for those whose eco- 
nomic position was bad, they should 
pay in accordance with their possi- 
bilities, with the rest of the fair 
rent being paid to the landiords by 
the Government. There was no 
reason why the Government should 
not subsidize rents for those m poor 
economic conditions, as it did other 
items, he added.

It was opened 
by ‘His Grace Archbishop Aslanian. 


Tt will be running for three weeks 
and, according to the organizers, it 
contains books and works of art 
that have never been displayed out- 
side the Armenian Compound before. 
The exhibition is open every day 
between 9 a.m. and ὅ p.m. and on 
Saturdays between 10.80 and 1.80, 
Entrance is free. 


‘No case’ against 
TV staff on 
‘delinquency’ 


The Broadcasting Authority yes- 
terday cleared TV personnel of 
charges of having rigged a “juvenile 
delinquency scene” in Jerusalem for 
a .documertary_‘fikm,.. after. those 
who had levelled the charges de- 
clined to appear before an internal 
Authority inquiry. 

A senior broadcasting. staffer, Mr. 
Yehuda Marton, had been instrue- 
ted by the Broadcasting. Authority's 
Management Committee to proceed 
to question the originators of the 
allegations, chlefly the director of 
the ‘Remez youth centre in the Mus- 
vara Quarter of Jerusaiem, after 
he had submitted an interim report 
based on testimonies of the TV per- 
sonnel concerned. 

The Authority's Director had now 
ordered work on the documentary --- 
suspended when the inquiry was 
launched — to be resumed. 


Syrians call on 
Israel Druse 
to desert

HAIFA. — The “Palestine Corner" 
programme, broadcasting every 
evening over Damascus Radio, has 
recently stepped up its propaganda 
aimed at Israel's Druse,. Addressing 
them as “Moslem Druse,"” the 
station ts calling on them to shirk 
milltary service, either by declaring 
themselves “Arab Moslems" or by 
claiming exemption on religious 
grounds, “like the Yeshiva stu- 
dents.” The station is also calling 
on the young Druse to cross the 
border, “and you'll be welcomed here 
with open arms" or to hide in the 
Galilee hills, to avoid service, and 
to prefer imprisonment to Army 
service. 

The station noted that this would 
be of service to the Arab cause, 
as they would averburden the pri- 
son staff, which is already suffering 
a wer shortage. The station 
called on these already in the Army 
or Border Police to try and estab- 
lish contacts with terrorists and 
help them. 

The “Corner” is also playing up 
the complaints voiced recently, by 
young Druse, exploiting the reports 
on alleged “discrimination” which 
appeared in the Israel press, as ἃ 
result of a press conference in 
Haifa. 


The station's new approach marks 
a sharp change from its previous 
Policy of denouncing the Israel 
Druse as “traitors and threatening 
them with ‘double punishment” 
when the country is “Uberated.”

Star defends 
censorship

TEL aVIv. — United Artists — 
the international film giant. has 
paidan unprecedented IL$m. 42 down- 
payment for the world distribution 
rights of the new Israel film “The 
Rooster." This was related at a 
press conference here yesterday by 
Haim Topol, who is both the star 
and co-producer of the film. He 
personally conducted the first stages 
of the negotiations with United 


Deshe-Topol Productions Ltd. will 
also receive a goodly percentage of 
the takings. 

Topol has just completed seven 
months of filming “Fiddler on the 
Roof” — in which United Artists 
invested many millions of dollars. 
He said the U.S. company was 
spending much money in readying 
500 copies for the American mar- 
ket and another 350 copies for the 
rest of the world. 

Topol related that United Artists 
believed that “The Rooster," in 
which he plays a brash sergeant 
who has a series of amorous ad- 
ventures on his way home on leave 
to divorce his wife, would provide 
a sharp contrast to his portrayal 
of Tevye in "Fiddler." They bought 
the film “because they liked it, and 
in an audience test in New York 
found that spectators laughed in 
the same places as in Tel Aviv.” 

Mr. Avraham Deshe, who co- 
produced “The Rooster" with To- 
pol, said the film, which started 
at the Mograbi Cinema 
ou Saturday night, will have its 
gala performance on Wednesday 
night, and also special gala shows 
in Carmiel and Eilat.

TV still without a director 


as Pinsker 


Israel TV continues to operate 
without a permanent director as 
further efforts yesterday to fill the 
post failed. This was the situation 
which faced the Management Com- 
mittee of the Broadcasting Authority 
yesterday after word was received 
from the sole candidate under con- 
Sideration that he was unable to 
accept the post, 


The candidate, Mr. Hagai Pinsker, 
a former acting TV director, had 
been offered the job after an Au- 
thority tenders committee had turn- 
ed down all those who had applied. 


‘He was the only candidate on the 
agenda of yesterday's Management 
Committee meeting, according toa 
Authority sources. But early in the 
day Mr. Pinsker informed the Chair- 
man of the Broadcasting Authority, 
Dr. Haim Yahil, that he had decided 
not to accept the post, for personal 
reasons. 


Management Committee members 
were now expected to scout -around 
for other possible candidates, and 
hoped to come up with one by the 
Committee's next weekly meeting 
Sunday. Others hitherto approached 
for the post had also given a no — 
including Mr. Arye Shuval, Director 
of Instructional TV. The holding of 
another tender, as distinct from per- 
sonal canvassing, was thought un- 
likely. 


FAILED LAST TIME 


Mr. Pinsker, who had unsuccess- 
fully bid for the very first tender, 
last year, for the inaugural] ap- 
pointment of a permanent director 
— which was won by Mr. Nakdi- 
mon Rogel, who resigned a few 
weeks ago — informed Dr. Yahil 
that he was keeping to his plan to 
take a communications course at 
Leicester University, England. 


Mr. Pinsker’s nomination had 
met with sharp opposition among 
the TV staff, attributed to friction 
in relations from the time when 
he was Acting Director. A number 
of TV unit heads expressed their 
opposition to the nomination at a 
meeting yesterday morning with 
Dr. Yahil, and Mr. Shmuel Almog, 
the Authority's Director-General, 
the immediate superior to both TV 
and radio directors. This meeting 
was said to have taken place after 
‘Mr. Pinsker's meeting with Dr. 
Yahil, and before the Management 
Committee meeting.

needs to work at a marriage in 
order to save it.” 

Topol’s Gallia acts the part of 
the wife in the film. The scenario 
was written by Haim Hefer, who 
also attended the press conference. 

“Fiddler on the Roof” will be re- 
leased on November 3. Topol spoke 
warmly of how much he had learned 
from working with such top-flight 
professionals as director Norman 
Jewison and cameraman Oswald 
Morris. 

He believed the film would add 
impetus to the campaign for Soviet 
Jewry. “Tt will show that there 
has been no change in the attitudes 
of the Czar and the Bolshevik re- 
gime to the Jewish problem,” he 
remarked.

In Haifa, the police were called 
out 31 times Saturday night to deal 
with storm emergencies. Two Payis 
lottery kiosks were blown away in 
the Hadar and Lower Town quar- 
tera, four roofs were blown off huts 
in the eastern part of the city and 
four minor road accidents occurred. 
But the rain stopped early in the 
morning and there were a few sun- 
ny spells during the day yesterday. 

Electric power lines were torn in 
many ‘places, and trees were up- 
rooted or broken. The Blectric Cor- 
poration management announced 
that broken power lines throughout 
the country had caused power fail- 
ures in many places. Repair crews 
were sent out to fix the damage. 

In the Ta’anach area, snow fell 
for the first time since 1950 and 
reached a depth of 5-6 centimetres 
before it melted. 

In the Western Galilee, heavy 
rain fell intermittently during the 
day. The area's rainfall now totals 
750 mm, — just above the annual 


average. 


Although Safad and the hills of. 


Upper Galilee were covered with 
anow, transport to and from Safad 
was not suspended (contrary to 
what Israel Radio reported); how- 
ever, the first bus out left at 6.30 
instead of five in the morning. 
P.W.D. workers cleared the snow 
from the Northern Road, but traf- 
fic was slowed down by mist inthe 
area. The snow reached a depth of 
10-20 cms. in the hills, but most of 
it melted at noon. 
NABLUS IN THE DARK 

Egged's bus route to Ramat Ha- 
golan did not function yesterday. 
In Samaria, too, buses were forced 
to a standstill in most places about 
midmorning; but by noon most 
routes were functioning again. A 
bolt of lightning hit Nablus’ ele: 
trical grid, shutting down power 
for several hours. 

In the Golan Heights, the Mt 


- Hermon and Naftali mountain re- 


gions, snow fell intermittently 
throughout yesterday, and at some 
places was as deep as a metre and 
8 hatf.
